VITAL ARTER 
OF COMMERCE

HE day is rapidly approaching, in mid-April of this year, when the shores 
of the Saint Lawrence River will feel the backwash of a large ocean-going 


vessel. 


It will be a new and invigorating experience for those wise old 


shores which have played such an important and romantic role in the develop- 
ment of two great nations, the United States and Canada. 
A review of the historical background of this vital artery of commerce reveals 


that although she has undergone many 
changes in her course of life since Jacques 
Cartier first wooed her several hundred 
years ago, she has always accepted those 
changes reluctantly. But, history further 
reveals, when she does change, she does so 
with a marked singularity of purpose. She 
resolutely turns her back to the past and 
faces, confidently unabashed, only the 
future. 

The new and improved Saint Lawrence 
Seaway which makes its debut this year 
perpetuates that history. One still finds it 
difficult to realize that it was but five 
years ago, on May 13, 1954, that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower signed Public Law 358, 
the Bill which created the Seaway Corpo- 
ration. The scene has such an air of per- 
manency, or timelessness, that it requires 
real mental effort to recall that here, 
where the placid Lake Saint Lawrence 
centerpieces a picture of pastoral serenity, 
was once the site of raging rapids which 
had roared their unfettered way for cen- 
turies. Or, as one gazes upon the 10-mile- 
long Wiley-Dondero Ship Channel, it 
seems almost impossible that just five 
years ago cows were grazing here, com- 
pletely oblivious of the river several miles 
distant. 

Yes, much has been accomplished since 
that notable day when the President’s sig- 
nature on Public Law 358 terminated the 
Seaway legislative debate which had con- 
sumed so many frustrated years. Called 
both “The Greatest Construction Show on 
Earth” and “The Billion Dollar Project,” 


the construction program has attracted 
the attention of peoples all over the world, 
as men, with their transits, and _ bull- 
dozers, and slide rules, and power shovels, 
and yes, with sweat and blood, rolled up 
their sleeves, spat in their palms and set 
upon the task of giving a 190-mile stretch 
of the Saint Lawrence River a facelifting. 
And though the job entailed the movement 
of mountains of solid rock, and earth, it 
was performed with the same skill and 
precision as employed by a plastic sur- 
geon. 

Hundreds of thousands of words have 
already been written about the tremen- 
dous engineering feats of the construction 
phase (and there still remain literally 
hundreds of untold tales) of the project. 
Considerable publicity has also been given 
the fine tribute to international good will 
exemplified by the Saint Lawrence proj- 
ect. Widespread as this publicity has 
been, it has not been sufficient to do full 
justice to the situation. Where else in this 
troubled world could you find four autono- 
organizations, each representative 
of a separate government and subject to 
that government’s laws and statutes, cor- 
relating and coordinating their work, re- 
sources and people to a mutual advantage 
and yet, with no fear or thought of any 
relinquishment of sovereign individuality. 
That is what we had, and that is what we 
continue to have, on the Saint Lawrence 
Seaway and Power Projects. The Saint 
Lawrence Seaway Development Corpora-

tion was created by Congress to construct, 
operate and maintain the United States 
Section of the Seaway. Our friendly part- 
ner, the St. Lawrence Seaway Authority, 
was created by the Canadian Parliament 
to perform similar functions in the Cana- 
dian Section. The two Seaway entities 
maintain close cooperation and coordina- 
tion with the two entities developing the 
hydro-electric power potential, the Power 
Authority of the State of New York and 
the Hydro-Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario. The harmonious relations of the 
four entities should truly be a source of 
pride to every American and Canadian, 
and a fine example to the entire world. 
Another facet of this great undertaking 
that is not too well known is the fact that 
its total cost, in excess of one billion dol- 
lars, will be completely liquidated. The 
Power entities will accomplish this with 
revenue derived from the sale of electrical 
energy, and the Seaway will be self-liqui- 
dated by the assessment of users’ tolls. 
The Seaway Development Corporation 
obtained its construction and initial op- 
erations funds from the issuance to the 
United States Treasury of revenue bonds. 
Our governing legislation requires us to

redeem these bonds, with interest, within 
a period of 50 years. Thus, rather than 
being a burden on the taxpayer, the inter- 
est which the Corporation will pay to the 
Treasury will actually lessen the taxpay- 
er’s load. 

But this is of little real significance 
when compared to the economic better- 
ment the two nations will ultimately real- 
ize from the Seaway. As was previously 
mentioned, the Saint Lawrence River has 
long been an important avenue of com- 
merce, reaching as it does into the very 
heartland of both countries, the area sur- 
rounding the Great Lakes. Since the ter- 
mination of World War II, the amount of 
tonnage has increased by fantastic pro- 
portions. During 1948, 7,378,010 tons 
moved via the Saint Lawrence, increasing 
to 13,499,698 tons by 1956. 

This tonnage increase becomes all the 
more phenomenal when consideration is 
given to the fact that it moved via a 
canal system half a century old. The old 
canal system had a controlling depth of 
14 feet and contained 21 locks capable of 
accommodating vessels with a length not 
more than 252 feet and a beam not in ex- 
cess of 44 feet. These limitations resulted 
in the development of the so-called ‘‘ca- 
naller” vessel with a deadweight capacity 
of less than 3,000 tons. The general cargo 
seagoing vessels transiting the old water- 
way have been limited to about 1,500 tons. 

By contrast, the new Seaway will offer 
a 27-foot channel from Montreal to Lake 
Erie. The fourteen locks in the new sys- 
tem can accommodate vessels up to 730 
feet in length and 75 feet in beam. As a 
result, large lakers having a deadweight 
of over 25,000 tons can navigate between 
the Great Lakes and the lower Saint Law- 
rence all the way to the port of Seven 
Islands in Labrador. Approximately 80% 
of the world’s ocean-going vessels are 
within the limitations of the improved 
waterway; therefore, general cargo ves- 
sels in sizes ranging up to 9,000 tons 
deadweight will be able to offer Great 
Lakes-Overseas service. 

It is a well known and incontestable 
fact that the larger the cargo capacity of 
a vessel becomes, the greater is the reduc- 
tion in cost of transporting each cargo 
ton. Consequently, the many-fold_in- 
creases in cargo capacity of vessels tran- 
siting the Seaway can have but one inevi- 
table result, drastically reduced transpor- 
tation costs.

the mouth of the Oswegatchie River on the 
south bank of the St. Lawrence, this small 
New York State city was a thriving com 
munity before most of today’s large ports 
of the Great Lakes 

As explorers portaged around boiling 
white rapids it is doubtful if any of these 
early canoe paddlers could have envisioned 
the St. Lawrence River and the Great 
Lakes as the great arteries of trade they 
have turned out to be Who could have 
dreamed that so much turbulence could be 
dammed and bypassed with canals, or 
that the swift water could be transformed 
into power? But the years passed, and in 
spite of many natural advantages Ogdens- 
burg never realized its potential and re- 
mained a small community while younger 
cities further along the Great Lakes Basin 
expanded and _ thrived Ogdensburg was 
just a little too far off the beaten path 

Now the ways of the world have shifted 
the beaten path to the city’s front door 
The new bridge to Canada, under which 
all seaway vessels must sail, Is half 
pleted. Plans are under way to deepen the 
harbor to accommodate deep draft lake 
ships and ocean vessels. St. Lawrence Sea- 
way Development Corporation experts have 
estimated that traffic on the Montreal-Lake 
Ontario section will reach 25 million tons 
in 1959—about twice that of 1956. In 1968 
the figure is expected to double again 
Already handling over a half million tons 
of water-borne cargoes each year, Ogdens 
burg hopes to ensnare its share of the new 
seaway traffic. 

During the past year former Governor: 
Averell Harriman approved legislation cre 
ating the Ogensburge Port Authority, a 
group now engrossed in planning the port's 
future. Ogdensburg harbor boasts of eleven 
industrial docks, a grain elevator, petro 
leum storage tanks, U. S. Coast Guard sta 
tion, and passenger ship docking. The cits 
also has the advantage of small-town 
living, with tourist-attracting playground 
and sightseeing areas, favorable tax rates 
excellent schools, railroad and airline ser- 
vice, ete.

\ major accomplishment of this Thirteenth Session, as we see it wa the estab 
lishment of three committees on the expansion of trade One of these committees will 
plan for future tariff and trade negotiations. The others will give thought and study to 
two very difficult areas of world trade, namely problems of trade in agricultural products 
nd special trade problems of underdeveloped areas 

Expansion of trade opportunities and the further negotiations for lowering 
cannot be fully successful without some resolution of these two key problems 

It is therefore, of utmost importance for the United States to be most active in the 
work of these committees. The United States must help to find solutions to the very 
difficult problems that will come up in any tariff negotiations. The United States must 
use, with discretion, the additional authority of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 
1958 to reduce tariffs over a four-year period 

The United States must also give as much consideration to the interest of our export- 
ing industries as is given to the interests of industries affected by imports We ire 
pleased to note that various governmental departments are already actively at work pre 
paring for the next round of negotiations with the Contracting Parties to the General 
Agreement 

We urge that renewed efforts be made to acquaint the public with the important 
and useful functions performed through the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
We wish all citizens of our country could see, as we have, the diligence, the well directed 
efforts and the patience of our Governmental delegates To see this group in action 
provides assurance that the interests of American agriculture, labor, consumers, and 
business are being adequately safeguarded. Above all, our people should understand that 
ther member nations cannot by their votes commit us to any policy unacceptable to us 

Finally, we believe the decision to hold two meetings each year instead of one will 
«expedite and make the work of the GATT even more effective It continues to be highly 
desirable that a permanent organization be approved by the Congress to dispose on a 
urrent basis of the many routine matters which slow the deliberations of the General 
Sessions. More time then could be devoted to major policy considerations 

The constructive, conciliatory attitudes ot GATT members, and the continued empha 
is upon eliminating barriers to world trade provide a real bulwark against the threat 
of cconomic warfare. (Non-Governmental Advisers to the U. S. Delegation to GATT)

U. S. exports last year dropped below 1956 and 1957 levels as worldwide demand 


hrank and competition for foreign markets sharpened, commercial exports totaled $16.3 

million last year, one-sixth below the abnormally high record of $19.5 billion attained in 
the preceding year, and about 6 per cent below the second-best total of $17.3 billion it

presented for authentication. Exporters who do not have an agent at the port of expor 
tation should attach to the extra copy a written statement indicating that it is required 
by this office for purposes of this program and should provide a self-addressed stamped 
envelope for the Collector's use in returning the authenticated cops 

We wish to emphasize the importance of submitting the required copy of the 
declaration to customs at the time that shipment is cleared by Customs. The Department 
of Commerce advises that where the copy is submitted to the Collector for authentica 
tion after the shipment has cleared, it is difficult and perhaps sometimes impossible for 
Collectors to authenticate the copy because of the difficulty of locating the original in 
their files. We also wish to stress the importance of providing full and complete infor 
mation regarding the shipment whenever it is necessary to request the authenticated 
copy subsequent to clearance of the shipment 

Only one authenticated copy of each Export Declaration is required by this office

(me of the subscribers to the American Import & Export Bulletin, deeply concerned 
with the outcome of the European Common Market and its effect on GATT, recently ex- 
pressed his concern in a letter addressed to the editor. This letter was forwarded to the 
Committee For Reciprocity Information, Washington, D. C. The Committee's response 
to that letter, which appears in the following paragraphs, is printed for its significance 
to the Bulletin’s readers:

CANADA’S INTERNATIONAL TRADE—1958 


Maintenance of a high level of experts to the United States featured Canada’s total 
international commerce during 1958, and although Canada’s imports from America 
declined somewhat, the percentage of these imports of U. S. goods relative to total 
Canadian imports remained fairly stable 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has released preliminary figures showing Canada's 
total imports in 1958 as $5,196,100,000 in value, which is about 8% less than in 1957 
Total Canadian exports fell slightly to $4,928,500,000 and the import balance was thus 


reduced from $689,000,000 in 1957 to $267,600,000 in 1958 


EUROPEAN COMMON MARKET AND FREE TRADE AREA 

Since the first of the year when the six European Common Market countries reduced 
their tariffs against each other on industrial goods by 10% and liberalized import quotas 
according to the formula prescribed in the Rome Treaty, activity in connection with 
the Common Market has been largely behind-the-scenes and in the private sector, For 
example, with the final breakdown of the negotiations for a Free Trade Area, the Com 
mission of the European Economic Community was charged with responsibility for 
making “a thorough-going study” of the ways in which the rest of Europe could bé 
Lrought into association with the Community The original timetable called for a 
report to be made by the Commission to the six Governments by March 1st as a pre 
liminary to the development of more detailed proposals which would be presented to 
the cther European Governments It is also evident that additional studies and surveys 
are under way within the Commission on the application of other provisions of the 
Kkome Treaty At the same time, there have been continuing reports of decisions being 
taken or contemplated by various firms to place themselves in a position to benefit 
most advantageously from the Common Market and of shifts in representation and 
aistribution arrangements 

These and similar running developments have been reported in the European section 
of the monthly NFTC Bulletin Current Developments Abroad.”

Machine, coating, paper, clectrically operated, designed to coat paper, board, foils, and 
fabrics, classifiable as articles, having as an essential feature an electrical element or 
device, n.s.p.f., under par. 353. (T.D. 54773 (21).) 

Machines, drill, rndial, classifiable as machine tools under par. 372. (T.D. 54773 (22).] 

Machine, fish net making, classifiable as an artic le having as an essential feature an 
electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., under par. 353, or as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par 
72, and not as textile machinery under par. 372. (T.D. 54795 (33).] 

Machine, hop picking, of metal construction, electrically operated, used to pick and 
clean hops on the farm in connection with harvesting of the crop, classifiable as an agri- 
cultural implement under par. 1604, [T.D. 54777 (19).] 

Machine, register form; motor, electric. Entireties.—_Register form machine, consisting 
of three sections, conveyor, paper roll holder, and section which is belt driven by electric 
motor bolted on section, which gathers in forms, previously printed, in register and folds 
them in zigzag fashion to be used in register machines, teletype machines, and carbon 
processing equipment, classifiable as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par. 372, since the electric 
motor is readily removable and the machine may be operated normally with any type of 
power. The electric motor which is supplied with the machine described is classifiable as 
an article having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, such as electric 
motors, in ec.v. of metal, and n.s.p.f., under par.

Mat, fender, in c.v. of india rubber which is reinforced with woven cotton cloth, 
classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of india rubber under par. 1537 (b). (T.D. 54791 (31).] 

Mattresses or box springs are classifiable, depending upon the component material of 
«.v., as manufactures in c.v. of cotton, under par. $23, and subject to the duty provided for 
in par. 924 on any cotton contained therein having a staple of 1% inches or more in 
length, or as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., of steel, but not plated with platinum, gold, 
or silver, and not colored with gold lacquer, under par. 397. [(T.D. 54791 (32).] 

Metal powder consisting of about 5 percent cadmium, the remainder being aluminum, 
100 mesh size, used for making steel-backed bearings, classifiable as an article, n.s.p.f., 
manufactured, in c.v. of aluminum, under par.

Molding, cove, vinyl; stair nosing, vinyl.-Viny! cove molding not containing a filler, 
used in connection with resilient flooring, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures 
wholly or in ec.v. of india rubber, n.s.p.f.. under par. 1537 (b). Vinyl stair nosing, not con- 
taining a filler, dutiable at the rate applicable to articles, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manu- 
factured, wholly or in c.v. of steel, aluminum, or brass, under par. 397. [T.D. 54782 (26).] 

Moulding, wood, glued-up.—Glued-up moulding such as window and door stops, crown, 
quarter round, half round, lattice, base mouldings, cove mouldings, and other mouldings 
of a similar nature, and not otherwise advanced beyond sawing and planing, sold by the 
lineal foot in random lengths, used primarily in building construction for utilitarian 
purposes, such moulding of one-piece material not being definitely, generally, and uni- 
formly known in the trade and commerce of the United States as lumber, is classified as 
manufactures of wood, n.s.p.f., under par.

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Name plates, automobile, and individual letters which can be fashioned into specifi 
automobile names, in c.v. of metal, classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., wholly or 
in c.v. of steel, zinc, and aluminum, under par. 397, and not as parts of automobiles under 
par. 369 (c). [T.D. 54795 (34).] 

Note paper and envelopes, called “Waverly Notelets,” consisting of writing paper cut 
in a variety of sizes, having various color illustrations such as “puppy and kitten” designs 
thereon, packed in book type packets and conventional boxes, and designed for short 
etters, invitations, personal notes, congratulations, ete., classifiable as papeteries under 
par. 1407 (b) T.D, 54773 (25).] 

Nozzles, sprinkler, composed in c.v. of iron, steel, or brass, and of a type used for the 
atomization of water and projection of water in a pattern for fire fighting, classifiable as 
articles n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c¢.v. of iron, steel, or brass, under par. 397. (T.D. 
S479 (34).) 

Paint, bottom, copper, for boat hulls, composed of a synthetic resin containing coal 
tar substances and copper, classifiable under par. 28(4), as a mixture consisting in part 
of any of the products provided for in par. 28(a) and subject to copper tax. [T.D. 54791 
(35).) 

Paper, waxed, folded and glued to form a carton or box for holding frozen food 
classifiable as boxes wholly or in c.v. of paper or paper board, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413. (T.D. 
54791 (37).) 

Paper, kraft, unbleached, greaseproof, impregnated with wax, imported in rolls to 
be used in the manufacture of paper bags, classifiable as greaseproof paper, n.s.p.f., by 
whatever name known, under par. 1405. (T.D. 54791 (36).] 

Paper, kraft, “used.”—A sulphate paper, tan-colored, embossed, and wax-coated on 
one side, being, in its original condition, the interleaf of printed cellophane cheese 
wrappers, is removed during the use of the cheese wrapper in wrapping cheese.

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NOTICE TO IMPORTERS AND CUSTOMS BROKERS 


Importers who experience the minimum of delay in processing and clearing their 
merchandise and invoices through the United States Customs have followed the prac 
tice of submitting to the customs examiners for their information and records, copies of 
orders placed confirmation and other data pertaining to value in advance of their 
importations 

The importance of this procedure in supplying value information to customs officer: 
in advance of importatior i emphasized b the fact that duties are assessed on the 

ilues prevailing at the time of exportation of the merchandise which may be lowe 
or higher than the prices existing at the time of purchase 

However, this procedure is not being followed by many importers and as a result, 
unnecessary delays in appraisement, errors, and misunderstandings have occurred. At 
the present time, customs examiners find it necessary to request these importers to give 
them information on individual shipments which is an inconvenience to both the importer 
and the customs officials 

All importer should cooperate with the Government in assuring proper valuation 
of their imports and thus expedite the clearance of their shipments and invoices by) 
ubmitting the following documents 

(a) Copies of orders when placed firmations when received for merchandise pu 
chased 

(b) Price lis and market repo ? sued by the manufacturer or seller 

These document hould be file ‘s 1 or forwarded to the appraiser at the port at 
vhich you contemplate filing you or at the port at which the preponderance of 
vour entries will be filed. They é ve forwarded to or filed with the appraiser at the 
port most convenient to you but iis iethod will be far less effective as a time-saver A 
list of the port at which ent will be made should be furnished to the appraise:

“ESCAPE CLAUSE” ON SCISSORS AND SHEARS—A report of its findings and con- 
clusion in “escape clause”’ investigation No. 71, conducted under section 7 of the Trade 
Agreements Extension Act of 1951 as amended. This investigation covered scissors and 
shears (except pruning, sheep, grass, and hedge shears) valued at more than $1.75 per 
dozen and dutiable under paragraph 357 of the Tariff Act of 1930. Under that act such 
scissors and shears were originally dutiable at 20 cents each plus 45 percent ad valorem; 
they are now dutiable, pursuant to concessions granted in the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, at the rate of 10 cents each plus 22% percent ad valorem. 

The Commission found that these scissors and shears are not being imported into 
the United States in such increased quantities, either actual or relative (to domestic 
production), as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing 
like or directly competitive products. The Commission therefore made no recommendation 
to the President for the withdrawal or modification of the concession applicable to 
these products. 

ESCAPE CLAUSE—INVESTIGATIONS ON NAILS AND WIRE FENCING—Has dis- 
missed without formal findings escape clause investigation No. 74, which relates to

PRESIDENT’S ACTION ON TARTARIC ACID AND CREAM OF TARTAR—There is 
reproduced below the White House announcement dated March 14, 1959, concerning the 
President’s action on the Tariff Commission's report with respect to tartaric acid and 
cream of tartar

The President today decided that he would not approve the increased tariff on imported 
tartaric acid and cream of tartar which the United States Tariff Commission had recommended. 

After a careful consideration of all of the facts of these cases, the President concluded that 
escape clause relief was not warranted. He stated his decision in identical letters to the Chair- 
men of the Senate Finance Committee and the House Ways and Means Committee. The Presi- 
dent’s letter noted the irregular movements of production and imports and called attention to 
the decline in consumption which is partially attributable to the increased competition of sub- 
stitute products The President also discussed certain unusual features of these cases arising 
from the fact that the two items in question are produced by a single company producing a 
variety of products in the United States and abroad 

On January 14, 1959, the Tariff Commission reported to the President the results of its 
tartaric acid and cream of tartar investigations under Section 7 of the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1951, as amended. The Commission found that escape clause relief was war- 
vanted in both cases two Commissioners dissented from the findings with respect to cream of 
tartar. One member did not participate in either case 

The text of the President’s identical letters to the chairmen of the Senate Finance and House 
Wavs and Means Committees is as follows
